drug. 

Stressing its contribution to me- 

dicine as well as surgery, he gave 
details of its benefit in septicaemia, 
osteomyelitis inflammation of the 
marrow of bones, infected burns, 
and abscesses. 
" Deseribing the use \of penicillin 
mixed with gelatine to form a lo- 
zenge, Professor Fleming stated 
that he expected it to be tsed\ in 
toothpaste and shaving creams, and. 
even in lipstick.-“For minor infec- 
tions of the nose and throat we 
can expect snuff and sprays,” he 
said. 

Specifying rheumatoid — arthritis 
and t&berculosis as diseases that 
penicillin would not cure. Profes- 
sor Fleming stated that penicillin’ 
is not a “cure-all.” It will be years 
before knowledge of its powers is 
complete.

new M-69 incendiary bombs drop-

The new bombs are about 19 
inches long, as big arourfd as a 
baseball bat, and weigh six pounds, 
The interior contains a cheese- 
cloth sack filled with “gasoline 
jell”, which burns for 8 to 10

The bombs are made up in 500- 
pound clusters. At about 5,000 feet 
the cluster breaks open by means 
of a time fuse and’ an explosive 
charge. . 

Upon impact, a delayed fuse 
starts a mechanism which deto- 
mates after about five seconds and 
spews the oil-filled cheesecloth

Tea Biscuits : < 


Tender and Fluffy 


The home economists of the 
Consumer Section, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, give some 
reasons for biscuit failures, and ex- 
plicit ways of avoiding them. 

Too much fat makes crumbly 
compact biscuits; however with too 
little fat they will not be tender, 
and the crust may be hard and 
pale in colour. 


The amount of liquid determines’ 


“the softness. Too much liquid may 
result in a hard crust and the bis- 
cuits will not hold their shape. Too 
little liquid results in a hard bis- 
cuit with a taste of uncooked flour. 

The fat and flour must be blend- 
ed lightly until the mixture resem- 
bles coarse meal. This ‘can be done 
deftly with the fingers or with a 
special wire blender. 

The shape and texture also de- 
pends largely on the way in which 
the dough is handled. A _iittle 
kneading is necessary but only for 
-about half a minute — to produce 
light fluffy, well shaped biscuits. 
If the dough is not kneaded — the 
biscuits are apt to’ be crusty and 
flat but light, — but with too 
much handling they may be tough 
flat, and close grained. ‘ 


Tea Biscuits 

¢2 cups all-purpose flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

3 tablespoons fat 

% cup milk 

Mix and sift dry ingredients, 
Cut in the shortening, using finger 
tips or a pastry blender, until mix- 
ture resembles coarse meal, Add 
milk slowly and mix to a_ soft 
dough.

fin pans and bake it hot oven, 
400°F, for 20 minutes.

On near- 
ly every farm butchering was part 
of the winter’s work. Farm wo- 
men baked their own bread, churn- 
ed their own butter, carded their 
own wool, later making it into 
homespun blankets and heavy 
clothing. Delivery of goods was 
almost unheard of—except for the 
occasional travelling salesman, 

Yet with all the hard work and 
lack of conveniences large famil- 
jes were raise@ and a tough breed 
of men were left to carry on the 


old traditions.

Now, in spite of modern conveni- 
ences around the home, the maj- 
ority of farm foks are almost as 
dependant upon outside help as 
anyone in the city. We pay to 
have work done which was form- 
erly regarded as part of the day’s 
work. We pay to have butcher- 
ing done; we store the meat in 
lockers instead of the old brine 
barrel. We pay for processing and 


~ smoking, in fact all we do for our- 


selves. ip cook the meat and eat 
it, And, in régard to other provis- 
fons, in many districts bread. groc- 
eries and butter are delivered rigift 
to our door, 


And now something has cropped 
ap. In our local paper I noticed 
the town council had given per- 
mission to an applicant for the 
erection of a chicken killing plant. 
I sald to Partner—“What is the 
idea of that... 


do you suppose 


the fellow intends running a plant 
for custom killing?” 

“Maybe,” emswered Partner, 
“But I know one thing—if we can’t 
pick our own chickens we'll quit 
raising them,” 

Well, that was Partner's reac- 
tion, mainly, I suppose, because 
the idea was new. Even at that, 
there might be a time when we 
shall be only too glad to take ad- 


vantage of just such a plant.

How Can!1?? >

Q.How can I remove oil stains 
from leather? : 

A. By dabbing the spots care- 
fully with spirits of sal ammoniac. 
After allowing it to remain for 
awhile, wash with clean water. If 
necessary, repeat the treatment, but 
be careful not to injure the color 
of the leather. 

Q. How can I tighten a chair 
rung? 

A. Insert some furniture glue, 
tie it securely, and place aside for 
a few days. One lose rung is fre- 
quently followed by a collapse of 
the whole chair. 

Q. How can I remove raindrop 
spots from new kid gloves? 

A. Do not allow them to dry, 
but while still on the hands and 
damp, go over them gently with 
a damp cloth, and it will leave no 
spots.

Ontario, Quebec, and New Bruns- 
wick are faced with a serious. short- 
age of firewood for next winter. Mun- 
itions Minister Howe warned this 
week. 

‘The Minister appealed to all muni- 
cipalities in wood-burning areas io 
canvass their own local situation and 
make all necessary arrangements for 
sufficient production. He said that 
farmers and other fuelwood prodcuc- 
ers should cut as much as possible 
during the balance of this spring and 
in the early summer. 

“We are faced with a situation sim- 
ilar to that of two years ago,” said 
Mr. Howe. “Because of the cortinu- 
ing shortage of labor, and because 
early snows shortened the normal 
winter cutting season, in many sec- 
tions not more than half as much 
firewood was cut as in the previous | 
winter. Yet in the previous winter of 
1943-44, the finest cutting season in| 
170 years, the output was below nor- |
